As best understood, claims 10-17, and 23-25 are 
allowed. Claims 1-9, 18-22, and 26-37 are Finally Rejected. Claims 38 and 39 are 
objected to, however, would be allowable rewritten include all of the limitations of the 
base claims and any intervening claims. 

Applicant respectfully requests issuance pertaining to allowable subject matter. 
Therefore, please cancel claims 1-9, 18-22, and 26-37 without prejudice. Claim 38 has 
been rewritten to contain all the limitations of claim 31, and properly depends from claim 
10. Claim 39 depends from now allowable claim 38 and is therefore, allowabte.

The claims have been amended as follows: 

38, The pick combination recited in Claim 1034, and adapted for use bv a user 
having a thumb with a meatus, further comprising: 

the pick adapted to be held bv the user and to be moved in a contacting and 

strumming relationship with the strings of the musical instrument: 

a thumb sleeve adapted for disposition on the thumb of the user: 

attachment means including a first structure carried bv the sleeve and a second 

structure carried bv the pick, the attachment means being adapted for releasablv 
attaching the pick to the sleeve: 

the attached pick being moveable bv the fingers of the user between a first 

position and a second position spaced from the first position on the meatus of the 
thumb : 

wherein the pick has a generally planar configuration and the combination further 
comprises: 

a pad disposed on the side of the pick opposite the attachment means; and 

the pad having a first surface generally parallel to the plane of the pick and a 
second surface generally non-parallel to the plane of the pick. 
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
